offered a passionate plea to the US 
government and its citizens 
Wednesday to aggressively combat 
climate change. Addressing a Senate 
Commerce Committee hearing on 
global warming, Inuit Circumpolar 
Conference Chair Sheila Watt- 
Cloutier said the Inuit are already 
suffering dramatic changes to their 
Arctic environment. 

Watt-Cloutier, who rep’ the 
155,000 Inuit in Greenland, Canada, 
Alaska and the Russian Federation, 
described the Inuit struggle as “a 
snapshot of what is happening to the 
planet.” 

“We find ourselves at the very 
cusp of a defining event in the histo- 
ry of this planet,” Watt-Cloutier told 
the senators. “The Earth is literally 
melting.” 

Inuit hunters and elders have 
been observing to their 
environment for decades, Watt- 
Cloutier said, including unpre- 
dictable weather, melting of per- 
‘mafrost and glaciers, decreasing sea 
ice, as well as the presence of new

Watt-Cloutier told the commitee 
that the observations of the Inuit are 
backed by the findings of Western 
scientists, in particular the work of 
the Arctic Climate Impact 
Assessment (ACTA). 

The ACIA is an international team 
of 300 scientists, experts, and indige- 
nous residents of the Arctic region 
who are preparing a comprehensive 
analysis of the impacts and conse- 
quences of climate variability and 
changes across the region. Their final 
report is slated for release this 
November and paints a worrying 
future for the Inuit. 

The ACIA has found that in 
Alaska and western Canada, the 
average winter temperatures have 
increased by as much as 3 to 4 
degrees Celsius over the past 60 
years. During the past 30 years, 
Arctic sea ice extent has decreased, 
on average, by about 10 per cent, 
and this change has been 20 per cent 
faster during the past two decades. 
Continued melting of sea ice will 
lead to significant changes in the sur- 
face reflectivity, cloudiness, humidi- 
ty, exchanges of heat and moisture, 
and ocean circulation, in particular 
along coastlines and near ice mar- 

Watt-Cloutier said two major con- 
clusions of the ACIA report are that

In June, Franti embarked on a 
peace mission to Iraq, Palestine and 
Israel. He joined a delegation of 
peace workers, musicians, artists 
and filmmakers to see first-hand the 
effects of the war on all those 
involved from Iraqi civilians to men 
and women in uniform. 


What was the purpose of your visit 
to Iraq, and what did you do there? 
| got tired, like all of us have been, of 
watching the news and seeing gen- 
erals and politicians tell me what the 
war was about. When the war first 
started, I was thinking, “What 
would families be doing on this 
night?” How do you go to sleep and 
tell your kids “Tonight there is going 
to be bombing?” Ever since I’ve 
wondered what the war was like for 
the people on the street, so-went 
there to find out. 

I was shocked at how easy it was 
to get there. I thought we would 
have to go through security or the 
CIA would do some check on me— 
all you have to do is buy a plane 
ticket, get off the plane and say “I 
am here to see Baghdad.” The offi- 
cials in Iraq asked “Are you with 
some NGO? Are you with the Red 
Cross? You must be with the UN, 
you have dreadlocks.” I was like, 

- “No, I'ma tourist.” They kind of 
looked around, they asked a couple 
of people, they came back and 


stamped my passport and said, “Go _ 


You're the first tourist we 
had here since the war started.”

Troops are stationed in different 
parts of the city, every few blocks is 
a little chec kpoint, or a tank or some- 
thing, so I just walked up to some 
troops and started singing songs for 
them.

What did you talk to them about? 

I talked to about 40 of them, and 
there were about two or three that 
supported the war and thought they 
were doing the right thing. About 
half of them said they wished the US 
would have waited to get support 
from the United Nations. They said 
that when they left America they 
believed in it but after a few months 
of being there they were totally disil- 
lusioned. The rest of them were like, 
“Fuck this war. We should have 
never come here in the fucking first 
place.” Every one of them said, “1 
want to go home.” 

They all feel they are fighting a 
war that can’t be won now, because 
originally the war was about militar- 
ily fighting an army. Now the war is 
about trying to win the hearts and 
minds of the Iraqi people—they feel 
like you can’t do that with an M-16. 


One of the stories that has certainly 
not been told by either the US or 
the Canadian media is the role of 
private military contractors in Iraq. 
How much of that did you see? 
Tons of it. As soon as you get off the 
plane: Baghdad airport is run by this 
company called Custer Battle, which 
is a private security company. There 
they were, in these Polo t-shirts that 
say “Custer Battle,’ with Uzis and 
side-arms, and they get paid $1,000.a 
day to guard the airport. 

You also see people hired as inde- 
pendent security for journalists or 
diplomats, who are all very well 
paid—the Iraqis know this. The Iraqi 
army and police force who are try- 
ing to patrol the streets and bring 
some order to the chaos, they get 
paid a few dollars to do the same job 
that these guys are getting paid a 
thousand to two thousand dollars a 
day to do. 

The US soldiers get paid $1800 a 
month plus $300 more for danger 
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pay. They are making, in a month, 
what the private security guards 
make in a day. There is incredible 
animosity that exists between the 
Iraqi police and army, the US army 
and the hired contractors. 


You also toured through 
Palestine—can you tell us what the 
situation is like there? 

Palestine broke my heart even more 
that Iraq. There you have people 
who are in the occupied territories 
who do live everyday with guns in 
their face, or with Apache heli- 
copters coming in and firing 
Tomahawk missiles into their 
homes.

REBECCA HASS ADMITS RIGHT 
up front there's a huge contradiction 
in her autobiographical one-person 
cabaret-style show Wanna Sing a 
Showtune. 

While this 18-year veteran of the 
opera, concert and musical stage has 
built her show around her real-life 
experiences as an opera performer 
(and creates a humourous high-main- 
tenance opera diva stage avatar/cock- 
tail party persona) there are hardly 
any opera arias in Varscona Theatre 
solo debut. 

“Im doing musical outreach here 
and trying to show a regular person 
who was raised in a household that 
didn’t have classical music or opera. 
We listened to Country & Western 
and showtunes,” says the Toronto- 
based singer who's performed with 


Edmonton Opera four times since 
1991, most recently playing Bloody 
Mary in South Pacific. 

Despite an opera resume that spans 
everything from Bizet to Wagner, 
Hass’ first musical love was show- 
tunes and the work of composers like 
Gershwin, Porter and Sondheim. 

“Tinitially wanted to study musical 
theatre in university, but failed the 
audition because I tanked the dance 
audition,” she says. “So, I took the 
leap of faith and decided to follow my 
love of singing to the extreme and 
study opera.” 


her time in the States ended up with 
her working as a waitress and won- 
dering if she was cut out for a life in 
professional music. 

Making one last push for the artistic 
life, Hass went back to her first love 
and auditioned for Phantom of the 
Opera, a lucrative gig she quickly 
landed. This lead to two full years of 
high playing work and a new spning- 
board by which to relaunch her career 
in opera. 

“This show of mine encompasses 
this whole journey and reveals a lot 
about me personally as well as my 
belief that everybody has some spe- 
cial gift that they have to find.

into another. Known to Albertans as 
the erstwhile host of the CBC-TV 
supper-hour newscast and CBC 
Radio’s Midday Express, Finley is 
poised to present her MFA thesis 
show, A Doll's House, on the Timms 
Centre for the Arts stage tonight. 
Ibsen’s 1879 social commentary on 
marriage, in which a wife Nora 
walks out of her seemingly perfect 
marriage, opens the new Studio 
Theatre season. The production fea- 
tures Tiffani Mann and Collin Doyle 
as Nora and Torvald Helmer. 
Findley says her choice of Ibsen’s 
1879 drama is a natural progression 
and conclusion to her MFA studies 
that have included a production of 
The Trojan Women staged on an 
Afghani airstrip with women clad in 
bhurkas. “For my thesis project I 
wanted to take ona realistic drama 
and explore classic themes in a prose 
text.

“Tove the way Ibsen tackled the 
issues no one else tackled in the [late 
19th Century]. The way he peels 
back the layers of convention under 
which people feel they have to live is 
timeless. He felt strongly about what 
this play was saying. When he 
addressed a women’s rights group 
in Christiania [now Oslo] he stunned 
them by saying ‘Iam nota feminist, I 
ama humanist.’ He felt strongly 
about the lies in marriage and the 
mores that constrict men and 
women from realizing themselves.” 

Finley—a self confessed Jungian— 
decided to stage a production that 
would not only depict Nora’s frag- 
mented mental state through words 
but also through a design concept 
she describes as a “period silhou- 
ette.” The result is hardly the natural- 
istic world one would expect for an 
Ibsen production. With a set by Ami 
Farrow and costumes by Patrick Du 
Wors, the production will “evoke 
and comment on the period and the 
conventions which are still prevalent 
today”. 

Finley says that when a person 
lives as Nora lives, surrounded by 
expectation and pressure, the mind 
compartmentalizes itself; “You can 
see it today, women do conform to 
many roles—career woman, daugh- 
ter, lover, mother and never shall

those roles meet in the conscious 
mind. Amis set is a series of huge 
empty frames; all different sizes tha 
define the different spaces on stag. 
and the diff spaces in Nora’s mind 
We see the different Noras.

Within the production, Finley has 
added “entire scenes” or “between 
scenes” where silent actors playing 
Nora and her father interact. “The 
scenes take place in the upstage are. 
which represents the deepest recess 
es of Nora’s mind. The interaction 
the characters illuminate why Nora 
is behaving the way she is”. 

Augmenting the design and stag: 
action are constricted costumes 
“They're colourful and express 
vibrancy, passion, sexuality; over 
them is a tight corset based on a 
dressmaker’s Judy or dummy. You 
get a sense of these characters tryin, 
to thrive and experience life while 
being held in check by convention's 
dictates”. 

Ina twist on traditional casting, 
Brenda Finley says she’s opted for a 
much younger cast. Actors Collin 
Doyle (Torvald) and Dale Noble (Dr 
Rank) are 30 while Tiffani Mann 
(Nora) and the other women are in 
their mid—twenties. “J find it’s 
much more painful to watch young, 
people behave the way they think 
they should behave. However I 
chose Collin and Tiffani because | 
find them naturalistic just when they 
speak and talk. 

Coupled with a soundscape incor- 
porating Mendelssohn’s Songs with- 
out Words and a translation by Frank 
McGuinness, Finley says the con- 
flicts in this production present an 
emotional experience that “just 
sparkles”. 

At bottom she says, beneath the 
conventions and psychology is a 
personal story to which most audi- 
ence members will relate; “I can 
relate to Nora leaving the stage 
walking off into the dark of an 
unknown world. I left one world for 
another and that’s a familiar journey 
for all of us. It’s always worth it. 
Change is always for the better.”

Pegg, who co-created and 
stars as the title character in Shaun of 
the Dead, and his 30-year-old co- 
writer and director, Edgar Wright, 
aren't just icons among zombie 
movie fan-boys, they are zombie 
movie fan-boys. The British duo 
spills their guts about their hilarious 
homage to George Romero. 


What planted the seed for the film? 
Fdgar Wright: We did a show before 
in the UK, called Spaced, with a simi- 
lar sensibility, and we did a scene in 
that that was a Resident Evil kind of 
package where Simon's character on 
that show is strung out on ampheta- 
mines and playing Resident Evil 12 
hours straight and is hallucinating. 
We spent a whole day with zombies 
and squibs going off. Simon and I, 
being both big fans of the genre, 

looked at each other and kept say- 
ing, “God, this is too much fun. Be 

Simon Pegg: When I started work- 
ing with Edgar I realized we shared 
the same love, as it were, and mak- 
ing a zombie film seemed like the 
right thing to do. 

We'd also been kicking around 
this idea of combining horror and 
comedy. We're big fans of American 
Werewolf in London, a film that man- 
ages to combine the horror and the 
comedy without damaging each 
other. They coexist in that film bril- 
liantly. We were really interested in 
trying to pull something like that— 
off. 


What was your approach to the 
genre when you wrote the film? 
Wright: We came upon the idea of 
riffing on the genre through a differ- 
ent [type of] film, so the idea is 
major amounts of comedy—or to 
make a comedy-drama and have the 
zombie element almost as a back- 
drop. That was what really sparked 
off the idea of the script: that maybe 
you write a script where you could 
itand doa find-and- 
replace, take out all the references to 
zombies and replace them with 
“traffic jams,” “rain storms,” 
cuts,” and it would still kind 
make sense. Once we hit on the 
idea that the zombies were an 
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Shaun of the Dead creators che 


absurd and surreal back drop, that 
became the joke. 

Pegg: It was a case of never trying 
to spoof anything, never trying to 
make fun of the horror aspect, or 
trying to make the comedy too sick. 

Genres are easy to spoof because 
of the people that enjoy them, and 
also because they’re outlandish and 
you can be cynical. You can sit back, 
be a spoilsport, and make fun, but I 
think the really interesting thing is 
to not do that. 


How does all of this come across in 
the movie? 

Wright: In the film we have scenes 
where the military trucks are going 
through the frame and the army is 
running around. You never follow 
the army; you just concentrate on 
our guys dealing with it all. There 
were two things we wanted to do 
differently than a lot of other films 
of that ilk: not concentrate on the sci- 
entist trying to crack the virus, and 


angst, and straight up horror as it is 


the army locked down. That’s one 
side of things. 

The other thing, which is the main 
element to a lot of these films, like 
Night of the Living Dead and Dawn of 
the Dead, the remake, are about a 
bunch of strangers being thrown 
together, and we wanted to do the 
opposite. What happens if you’ve 
got a bunch of friends that get 
together and everybody in the film 
knows each other really well? 
[Shaun of the Dead] spends half an 
hour getting to know everyone so 
the emotional and comedic ramifica- 
tions are so much better. 

You can do a lot more with it, tak- 
ing relationships and conflicts and 
arguments and petty differences 
and long-held grudges, and exacer- 
bating them with a lethal injection of 
zombies.

WATCHING SHORT FILMS IS 
never a horrible experience. If 
they're bad films, they're over quick- 
ly, and if they’re good, well what are 
you complaining about? There’s 
nothing like a Gee short film. 

And especially good is if the col- 
lection you're watching is Jim 
Jarmusch’s Coffee and Cigarettes. 
Eleven films, all shot in black and 
white, and made over the last 17 
years. You've got your trademark 
Jarmusch deadpan, the non 
sequiturs and all your favourite 
Jarmusch regulars. Oh, there are 
themes that run through all the 
films and some notable visual 








motifs (the two titular vices, over- 
head shots of checkerboard table- 
cloths) but aside from those, these 
11 films are just a hit of Jarmusch 
atmospherics that'll tide you over 
until he completes his next feature. 

That's not to say that Coffee and 
Cigarettes is unsatisfying. Far from 
it: it’s just a quick pause, a break in 
the day. A simple pleasure. And 
hilarious. 

We've got Steven Wright invent- 
ing coffee popcicles, and Roberto 
Begnini understanding nothing. 
Real-life brother and sister Cinque 
and Joie Lee as twins introducing 
race politics to clueless Elvis fan 
Steve Buscemi. Meg and Jack White 
and a Tesla coil. Quirky! Droll! 
Delightful! 

The best of them bring together 
an uncomfortable personal dynam- 
ic between unlike individuals: 

An almost innnocently eager 
Iggy Pop meeting with a surly Tom 
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Jarmusch’s 
anthology of 
ephemeral... 
and enjoyable 
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medical doctor. Or excitable and 
earnest Alfred Molina having tea 
with Steve Coogan, or a reserved 
and polite Cate Blanchett treating 
her trashy fictional cousin, Shelley 
(also played by Blanchett) in the 
hotel lobby during a press junket. 
In another meeting of great unex- 
pected minds, Wu-Tang’s GZA and 
RZA give Bill Murray a little med- 
ical advice. 

You can watch these films as sep- 
arate entities or as thematically 
linked nuggets. Aside from the 
stylistic similarities, there are cer- 
tain repeated phrases or ideas 
(“Coffee and cigarettes? That's all 
you're having for lunch’”) and tan- 
gential name-dropping (Cinque 
and Joie Lee are also siblings of 
Spike Lee, who is later mentioned 
in the Cousins’ episode, for exam- 
ple). The vague relationships 
between the characters, conversa- 
tion, and coffee and cigarettes are 
like the similarly repetitive conceits 
of Mystery Train (a gunshot is heard 
one night in Memphis) or Night on 
Earth (taxi rides). You can even 
imagine these films as actual coffee 
breaks from Jarmusch’s features— 
Begnini and Tom Waits from Down 
by Law, Iggy Pop and Alfred 
Molina from Dead Man, Cinque Lee 
and Buscemi out of Mystery Train, 
RZA and Isaach de Bankole from 
Ghost Dog, and so on. It’s quite a lot 
of fun. Go on the Intenet Movie 
Database and discover that Renee 
French from the segment “Renee” 
was a PA on Fishing with John, the 
cult fishing show with Jarmuch’s 
buddy John Lurie, who was in 
Down by Law. 

But in the end, there's one thing 
that any filmmaker, brilliant or not, 
can tell you: there's nothing more 
beautiful on film than steam rising 
froma cup and smoke curling out of 
a mouth. It’s shorthand for creativi- 
ty/idleness, relaxation/ nervousness, 
seduction /post-coital bliss, and 
host of other contradictory cinematic 
moods. It’s unfortunately true that

strive for it, some feign it, others dis- 
pense with it... and gladly. The latter 
group includes Howard Zinn. 

And thank goodness, for, I confess, I 
find it hard to be objective about 
Howard Zinn. By most meaningful 
public measures, he is a remarkable 
and inspiring man. 

The octogenarian history profes- 
sor, author, and activist would rate 
admiring if only for his boundless 
courage, demonstrated in the early 
‘60s at Atlanta’s Spelman College, 
where Zinn encouraged his students 
to become active participants in the 
Civil Rights movement, a pedagogi- 
cal stance that eventually cost him 
his job. Later that decade he bucked 
the rules and traveled to Vietnam 
with fellow anti-war activist Daniel 
Berrigan to collect three American 
prisoners of war, inviting and invok- 
ing the wrath of officialdom. These 
are but two highlights of a lifetime 
committed to being engaged and 
engaging others, all while enduring 
the curiosity of the FBI, the trun- 
cheons of the guardians of free 
speech, and the obstructions of 
University administrators. 

Laudable though all that may be, 
Zinn’s signal achievement involves a 
rarely attained and, perhaps, rarely 
attempted goal: he makes students 
passionate about history. His People’s 
History of the United States, undoubt- 
edly one of the most successful texts 
of its kind, provides a welcome and 
refreshing antidote to the “great 
man” orthodoxy, looking instead at 
history from the point of view of 
working people. It’s an alarming 
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point of view, to boil the narrative 
down to its essence. No surprise the 
that to be passive, particularly in 
times of crisis, is tantamount to bein; 
a collaborator... hence the title share: 
by Zinn’s autobiography and the bio 
documentary You Can't Be Neutral 
Ona Moving Train, which visits the 
Metro Cinema this weekend. 

Whereas people of certain persua 
sions find it difficult not to become 
moist-eyed on the subject of Zinn, it 
rather easier to deliver a clear-head- 
ed appraisal of You Can't Be Neutral 
On a Moving Train. It’s a competent 
treatment of the man’s life and work 
one that covers the bases, one that 
deserves viewing. And yet... 

Simply filming one of Howard 
Zinn’s lectures would almost tell 
you everything you really need to 
know about the man and his belief 
sharing as they do such strong com- 
mon themes and Zinn’s charm, 
which is both understated and ove: 
whelming. As both as a writer and 
as a speaker, Zinn has mastered the 
art of thorough cortical massage via 
elegant but conversational delivery 

If only the filmmakers had 
achieved a similar kind of compres- 
sion. They dwell too long on 
already-conveyed ideas, under- 
whelming at times both the fan and 
the fan-to-be, when they could have 
packed the frames with more of 
Zinn’s riotous and devastating 
humour, more of his insight, and, 
most importantly, more of the 
flavour and the substance of his 
teaching of history. We get snippets 
read by Matt Damon (you may 
recall that his character drop’s Zinn‘s 
name in Good Will Hunting), but 
invariably in the abstract, whereas 
Zinn’s genius lies partly in making 
history human. 

Fortunately, seeing You Can't Be 
Neutral On a Moving Train will be 
enough to make you hungry for 
more.

THANKS GO TO GEORGE LUCAS 
for his valuable lesson on how not to 
use computer animation, because 
others are apparently making good 
use of his mistakes. It seems ironic to 
mention this lesson to Sky Captain 
and the World of Tomorrow, a movie in 
which all of the actors were shot 
against a blue-screen and the rest 
was filled in digitally. But it’s not the 
amount of effects used here, it’s how 
they’re used. Writer-director Kerry 
Conran uses effects to create a 
unique backdrop against which his 
story flourishes. 

One of the first films to use this 
technique (a couple of current for- 
eign movies use the same method, 
according to imdb.com), Sky Captain 
creates a sci-fi ver-

Heathers, Fast Times at Ridgemont 
High, and Napoleon Dynamite are just 
some examples of how different 
genres explore the theme of ‘fitting 
in’ (be it literal or metaphorical). The 
tagline for The Outsiders says it best: 
“They grew up on the outside of 
society. They weren't looking for a 
fight. They were looking to belong.” 

Using character types like the 
nerd, bully, jock, clown, or slut, these 
films underscore parallels between 
the humiliated and those who 
humiliate others, as the protagonist 
makes the journey from one camp to 
the other and/or learns to transcend 
the cruelty. 
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To find more complex teenagers 
you've got to look to indie movies 
like Larry Clark’s Kids and Bully, 

Gus Van Sant’s Elephant, or 

Catharine Hardwicke's Thirteen. 
Mean Creek, by newcomer Jacob 
Aaron Estes, now joins the club. 

Rory Culkin stars as Sam, an ami- 
able kid who’s bullied at school by 
George (Josh Peck), an overweight 
boy whose loneliness manifests itself 
in a video diary. Sam’s older brother, 
Rocky (Trevor Morgan), decides 
enough is enough and concocts a 
scheme to humiliate George into 
submission. The plan is to tell 
George that it’s Sam's birthday and 
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invite him out for an afternoon of 
boating on the river, then strip him 
naked and make him walk home. 
George is lonely and gullible enough 
to fall for it. 

Rocky’s accomplices, Clyde (Ryan 
Kelly)—who’s no stranger to bully- 
ing because he lives with two gay 
dads—and Marty (Scott 
Mechlowicz), whose father commit- 
ted suicide and whose older brother 
gives him a hard time, are eager to 
put George in his place. Millie (Carly 
Schroeder) doesn’t know about the 
plot but joins them because she’s got 
a crush on Sam. 

The problem is that George, who's 
also from a single parent family, isn’t 
really a monster. Sure, he can be a 
real asshole, but for the most part 
he’s an insecure kid with misplaced 
angst... and he wears a fanny-pack 
(gross!). Everyone wants to call the 
plan off except Marty, whose tough- 
guy image relies on being the kinda 
“man” who “sees things through.” 
He wants George to suffer, but when 
George learns of the plan and 
unleashes a scathing verbal attack, 
the tense situation turns tragic. 

Estes, who also wrote the film, 
focuses on how guilt, fear, and loyal- 
ty steer the characters’ moral com- 
passes. No decision comes easily to 
them, and none of them are without 
fault or virtue. Even empathetic 
Millie and Sam make decisions that 
set the terrible events in motion. 

In the end, most of the teens are 
given more credit and character 
depth than you'd expect, with the 
exception of Marty, whose trajectory 
seems unlikely given the otherwise 
realistic tenor of the movie. Then 
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there’s that non-waterproof video 
camera, which conveniently sur- 
vives a dip in the river to provide a 
dramatic bookend to the film. 

Mean Creek is a flawed window 
into the teenage mind, but the (most 
ly) honest writing and high-calibre 
performances reveal internal 
anguish that is as severe as a prom 
night bloodbath.

Fangs have only been together for a 
couple of years, yet both members 
are young music veterans in their 
own right. 

Penny Tentiary on drums and 

Paul James Coutts on guitar and 
vocals comprise the band. 

Coutts came up in Calgary’s music 
scene, his first notable band being the 
Primrods. After leaving the 
Primrods, he had formidable success 
with his bands the New 1-2 and, 
later, XL Birdsuit. Birdsuit disbanded 
when Coutts and Tentiary, having 
recently hooked up in that way, 
decided to form a band. That’s when 
he moved to Edmonton. 

He arrived to a more rogue music 
scene; the ane Tentiary grew up in. 
As a musician she spent the ‘90s cut- 


..ting her baby fangs by playing other 
‘people’s music (the Maybellines; 





Richard Buckner), after which she 
worked /struggled to form her own 
band. 

When the two primarily self- 
taught musicians started playing 
together, it came together. It didn’t 
take long for bands and bookers alike 
to take notice. 

Following their visual art/live 
music show at Blackbyrd, where one 
of the pieces d’art featured a photo of 
the duo's hips, their jean-pockets 





hanging out, and the phrase: Twin 
Fangs Debut Not Out Soon, Mike 
Scourgie of Rectangle Records, 
already a fan of their live shows, 
altruistically hunted them down and 
offered to fund their record. 

This is how the EP, Quelque Chose 
(recorded by Nik Kozub), was born. 


Okay, my French sucks. What does 
Quelque Chose mean? 

Paul: Quelque Chose roughly means 
“something” in French; we got it 
froma story our friend Mike “the 
Nuder” Bresanutti told, plus it 
looked good carved into the bridge. 

But the story is that Mike was in 
the audience at a cooking show in 
Montreal—and don’t quote me on 
any of this, but quote me on this— 
and William Shatner was the guest. 

So the host asks, “que fait-vous?” 
[what are you making] and he turns 
to her and kind of does this 
Shakespearean hop, points vaguely 
to the dish and goes, “Queleque 
Chose!”. 

I think at that moment Mike said 
that the space/time continuum 
ripped open and he was sucked forth 
into a new life. 

When he told the story I was wet- 
ting from both sides and all things 
just let loose. So it was just a running 
gag for me and Penny and Mike fora 
long time. 

Mike plays a big role in the spirit 
of the rock’n’ roll behind our band. 


What do you make of the current 
state of rock ‘n’ roll? 

It’s a funny period because, after the 
whole DJ movement, rock ‘n’ roll 
was reinstated. It was like, “guitars 
are found again,” when in fact, the 





entire time there’s been legions of 
bands dealing with that form. The 
weak ones kind of faded away with 
the D] movement, but there were 
tons of people like myself still inter- 
ested in making guitar records. 

Ona large scale, this rock resur- 
gence is like pickled ginger ina 
Japanese dish—it's there to cleanse 
the pallet for the next true move- 
ment. And don’t get me wrong, I’m 
right there, always just playing hard 
rock and stuff, but there’s hopefully a 
better movement or a different 
movement to be instated fairly soon. 

It’s the whole cycle of music, ever 
since ‘55 or whatever, that rock ‘n’ 
roll comes and goes but always 
returns. 

And after this next movement, 
we're going to need to cleanse the 
pallet again with the songs that are 
written in a bedroom, on the bed, 
with an old guitar. 


Yeah, bands like Joy Division, 
Gand of Four, or even ESG have 
become so referenced that they’ve 
become the new old news. What 
kind of damn post-modern... 

Post, post post-modern. I think we 
got three posts in front of that mod- 
ern now. Maybe that’s what's mak- 
ing such a cloudy era now. 

It’s an exciting time, don’t get me 
wrong, and you got kids getti 
excited again about wild rock ‘n’ roll, 
and that’s totally cool. But it’s just so 
massive right now that it’s gonna 
cave—it’s caving in as we speak. 

Like now, I’m feelin’ the sass but 
I'm not feeling the fearlessness in 
going, “you know what? Here's a 
freakin’ synthesizer and I’m throw- 
ing it into a punk song,” because 





there is no fear there: it’s standard- 
issue for groups these days. 

If anything, what's weird about 
the new albums is that they're apply- 
ing these contemporary recording 
techniques to the older style of 
music. Yet after about three songs it’s 
a one trick pony. 

But the fact that people give a shit 
about vinyl again is so cool. I'd love 
to put out more vinyl but, financially, 
there are not too many opportunities 
to do that. 


How did leaving Calgary and mov- 
ing to Edmonton change your idea 
of what you wanted to be playing? 
I think I felt I could identify more 
with the people up here, and I know 
for a fact that it’s changed the way I 
want to play—to get more guttural. I 
saw a lot of the bands up here play- 
ing more gutturally. When Penny 
and I started playing with these 
bands, I just felt like I was on track. 

The last album I made [with XL 
Birdsuit] was about horns and 
strings and vocal harmonies and 
huge arrangements, but I’ve never 
really gone the damaged route 
before. But with just me and Penny 
playing together, there’s nowhere to 
hide. 


It’s nota hockey fight or anything, 
but it’s two very different cities. 


Closing statement? 

I heard once that “the earth is a con- 
ductor of acoustical resonance”. If so, 
there is still a place for loud music.

MIKE SCOURGIE FOUNDED RECTANGLE 
Records with his bike courier friend, 
Jeff Black, when the two of them 
decided to start a label while’drinking 
beers and talking about music. Black 
had recently funded the debut CD of 
local band 7and7is and gave them a 
hand with distribution. The band was 
the first to sign with Rectangle, and 
soon after the new label added the 
“young and energetic” Mark Birtles 
Project to their roster. 

When Scourgie heard Twin Fangs 
were looking for someone to fund their 
debut EP, he went on a friendly man- 
hunt: “I go to shows all the time, and | 
really liked the Twin Fangs—they have 
such great stage presence. So | 
tracked down Paul [James Coutts— 
vocals and guitar]; | actually went into 
his work, and we set up a meeting.” 

From there, Nik Kozub was hired to 
do the recording (Kozub also recorded 
7and7is), a Twin Fangs website was 
set up and the recording, Quelque 
Chose, is being completed as you read 
this article, at no financial cost to the 
band. 

Rectangle's goal is to find a-variety 
of bands with different sounds, an 
objective Scourgie considers to be 
fairly easy given the diversity and qual- 

ity of Edmonton's current music 
scene. He will hire Kozub to do most 
of the label's recordings unless, he 
remarks—mostly jokingly—‘we can 
find someone to do it for free.” 

Currently, Scourgie is running the 
show by himself, while Black, having 
“put the puck in the net,” prepares for 
a wedding and the arrival of his first 
child—assuring us that the wedding is 
not a consequence of the pregnancy. 

Rectangle will soon release Whitey 
Houston’s long-awaited debut CD and, 
as the funds reveal themselves, the 
label will continue to.provide “a plat-

TO THOSE WHO BEMOAN THE 
so-called “death” of North 
American ska music, don’t tell it to 
Rob “Bucket” Hingley, frontman of 
New York City’s seminal third 
wave ska band, The Toasters. He’s 
been through it all before: in the 
early ‘80s, despite being a regular 
favorite at CBGBs, and even though 
they received some superstar pro- 
duction assistance in the form of Joe 
Jackson, Bucket and The Toasters 
were laughed out of every record 
label's board room in the Big Apple. 
One Village Voice music journalist 
even tossed early Toasters’ record- 
ings back in Buckets face, vowing 
never to review a ska record in his 
life. 

In spite of it all, Bucket soldiered 
onand founded Moon Records, 
now the dominant American indie 
label to deal strictly in ska and the 
conduit for creating a tightly-knit 
stateside ska scene. Bucket has also 
helped launch the careers of revered 
acts like The Slackers, Hepcat, The 
Pietasters, and, yes, even No Doubt. 
(Check out 1988's rare Skaface LP 
compilation for further proof.) 
Unfortunately, the label collapsed in 
December 2000. Without it, though, 
and without The Toasters’ relentless 
work, the ska explosion of the mid- 
1990s would have been a mere rum- 
ble. 

Now Bucket’s back with-anew 
label, Megalith, and a Western 
Canadian Ska Brawl Tour that will 
see the band duke it out with The 


Afterbeat and New Blood Revival 

Bucket spoke to SEE Magazine about 
ska’s boom and bust, the state of the 
scene, and death metal solo projects. 


Most people with even a rudimen- 
tary knowledge of ska music will 
cite The Toasters as one of the pre- 
mier American ska bands. But I’m 
sure there are some kids out there 
who have never listened to your 
band. How would you describe 
The Toasters’ sound to the 
uninitiated? 

Well, | used to get into trouble for 
describing it as “reggae on crack,” 
so we'd have to say it’s somewhere 
in the gray area in between reggae, 
jazz, and punk rock. If you basically 
make a Venn diagram of that, it’s a 
little mixture of that with a little bit 
of pop and rock thrown in. But I 
think what we do is stick more toa 
true 2-Tone style of ska music. I 
think that’s the best way to describe 
The Toasters, really, as a 2-Tone 
band. . 


What were the factors that led to 
ska music rising and falling so 
quickly in terms of popularity and 
creative output in the mid ‘90s? 

I think it was all down to money 
essentially. What happened was ska 
music kind of had its Andy- 
Warholian 15 minutes in the spot- 
light. And what that did was attract 
a lot of people to the genre who 
weren't in it to play the music, but 
who were in it to make money and 
be famous. Those were not the right 
people for the genre, and what hap- 
pened was [that] too many people 
were trying to stand ona stage that 
couldn't hold them up. So, unfortu- 
nately, I think it’s a crushing indict- 
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ment of the bands who just jumped 
off to something else so they could 
get more money playing swing or 
emo or whatever. That’s what hap- 
pens, really, when the major labels 
get a hold of genres. 


How surprised were you when, all 
of a sudden, ska was blowing up 
in 1996 and '97, and suddenly

MTV started actually playing your 
videos? 

Well, I wasn’t really that surprised 
because I had seen that coming for a 
while. What | was surprised at was 
the direction it took, in the sense of 
how people were using the term

It kind of reminded me of that party 











game where you put a blindfold on 
somebody and they have to stick 
the tail on the donkey, you know? 
So what was surprising to me was 
the fact that the whole roots-and- 
culture aspect of [ska]... bands like 
The Skatalites, Laurel Aitken—all 
the old guys were completely lett 
nut. That was the most shocking 
thing to me: that no homage at all 
was paid to the originators of the

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Pentangle-born purity 


By defying traditionalists of his day, 
John Renbourn helped define British Folk

IN THE REALM OF BRITISH FOLK 
music there are very few performers 
with the longevity, breadth of expe- 
rience, and musical chops of John 
Renbourn. Working with Bert Jansch 
and Pentangle, the steel-string, fin- 
ger-style guitarist cut his musical 
teeth listening to skiffle, challenged 
the traditional “folk purists” of the 
day, and helped forge what most of 
us now consider “English folk 
music.” 

“It was a very different time back 
then,” says Renbourn; “I was classi- 
cally trained with the concepts of 
harmony and counterpoint and told 
that music had to follow certain 
rules to be correct. At the same time, 
I was hearing music that was break- 
ing all those rules: blues from people 
like John Lee Hooker and Josh 
White, who were touring England 
in the late ‘50s. ‘Skiffle’ [a British 
amalgam of American folk, blue- 
grass, blues, and jugband music] 
was all the rage, and that was when 
I picked up the guitar. Like a lot of 
school kids of the day, I wanted to 
play skiffle music.” 

At the same time, another musical 
tradition was also under attack: 
“Purists were adamant that folk 
songs be performed unaccompa- 
nied,” recounts Renbourn. “Adding 
guitar or any other instrument to 
traditional songs was taboo. It took 
Shirley Collins, a very respected tra- 
ditional folk singer, working with 
guitarist Davey Graham to break 
that barrier.” 

One of the places where all of 
these walls were coming down was 
a club in Soho called Cousins. 
Renbourn recalls, “It was a real 
hangout for musicians passing 
through London ... Bob Dylan, Paul 
Simon, Spider John Koerner, they all 
came down and jammed with 
Alexis Korner’s Blues Incorporated, 
who had the house gig. The jams 
lasted all night.” It was around that 
time that Renbourn first worked 
with Jacqui McShee. “We played a 
few tunes together, in the style of 
Shirley Collins and Davey Graham, 
and started to get some gigs. We 
used to hang out at Cousins with 
[guitarist] Bert Jansch, [bassist] 


Danny Thompson, and [percussion- _ 


ist] Terry Cox, and [we] decided to 
become a band. We called ourselves 
Pentangle, after the emblem on Sir 


John 
Renbourn 





Gawain’s shield in the story of ‘Th 
Green Knight.” 

Warner Brothers distributed the 
group's first album in the States, 
and Pentangle was a hit. “I wasn’t 
clued in to the business at all,” 
remembers Renbourn; “It was just 
incredible ... one minute we were 
playing in this basement club, the 
next we were at the Albert Hall. 
Shortly after that we were in the 
States being billed as an ‘under- 
ground’ band and opening for the 
Grateful Dead and Jethro Tull. It 
was total culture shock and an utter 
blast.” 

The late ’70s saw Renbourn living, 
in the west country of England; the 
guitar had come of age in English 
folk music and Renbourn put out a 
series of guitar books and records 
featuring his arrangements. But he 
hadn’t lost the live performance bug 
and soon he was back with Jacqui 
McShee, Tony Roberts, Sue 
Draheim, and Keshav Sathe as the 
John Renbourn Group. Their 
recording Live in America earned a 
Grammy nomination. 

A stint at the world-renowned 
music school Dartington followed. 
After an “eye-opening” ience 
that, in Renbourn’s words, “knocked 
me down a notch,” (the training 
included studies of classical compo- 
sition and less-mainstream instru- 
ments such as the sitar and shaku- 
hachi), John Renbourn and Jacqui 
McShee found themselves working

ALTHOUGH HIS CURRENT 
album, Apples and Synthesizers, has 
brought the sound of Solvent to larg- 
er audiences for the first time, the 
electronic artist himself has been 
around since the mid-90s. (Solvent— 
aka Jason Amm—was part of the 
1997 resurgence of classic electro that 
included artists like Adult., 
Ectomorph, and Anthony Rother.) 
After speaking to Amm, though, it 
becomes apparent that the sound of 
Solvent has been around for much 
longer than that. 

“Synth-pop’s the kind of music that 
| listen to completely,” responds 
Amm on the phone from his home in 
Toronto. “I really did get into Aphex 
Twin for a bit, but on a day-to-day 
basis synth-pop’s all I listen to.” 

Mode, OMD, Pet Shop 
Boys? “OMD and e Mode are 
definitely two of my favourites. I like 
stuff from the early ‘80s [that uses] all 
analog gear. It’s definitely-a fetish of 
mine, a bias. I’m not a fan of Pet Shop 
Boys. Too late for my tastes—samples 
of real kick drumis and such. But, I can 
tespect them as songwriters. Like 
Nirvana, too.”

What about Boston? Not everybody knows 
about how much musical thought and per- 
formance really floats around that place...

It’s an old analog synth, and 
now they’ve come out with a virtual 
version that's still played through a 
keyboard. Old analog stuff breaks, 
and you spend half the set switching 
patches for the set. People think that 
you're doing so much stuff, but real- 
ly you're getting ready for the next 
song. I'll also have live vocoder and 
a laptop, but only for sequences.”

Abattoir Blues/the Lyre of Orpheus 
(Mute Records)

ABATTOIR BLUES/THE LYRE OF 
Orpheus, the 13th studio album from 
the enigmatic Nick Cave & the Bad 
Seeds delivers everything one could 
hope for from rock 'n’ roll’s most 
paradoxical front man. The double 
album features his usual piano-driven 
rhythms and raw-edged aggression 
punctuated with soulful ballads and 
searing vocals. Although the tohe is 
lighter than Let Love /n or No More 
Shall We Part, there is enough bloody- 
mindedness to satisfy the starkest of 
Goth fans. Cave strikes a poetic bal- 
ance of introspection and aggression 
while supplying a cast of characters 
from Nabokov to Temptresses who 
“quote Sappho in the original greek”. 

This record is rife with ol’ “Fire & 
Brimstone” Nick’s standard religious 
focus. The atmosphere on this album 
is less overtly Biblical without being 
any less spiritual. In fact, the intellec- 
tual tenor borders on pantheism: 
Cave’s heart-wrenching lyrics brewed 
on the beauty of nature while celebrat- 
ing the passion of love. The album jux- 
taposes images of “routine atrocity” 
with the “the song of the sparrow.” 
Cave’s wit and lyrical acuity is ever- 
present, whether he is describing “lep- 
ers coming down with nervous hyste- 
ria” or depicting the dead littering the 
land, moral codes getting jammed, 
only to “wake up with a Frappuccino in 
my hand”. 

The first single, “Nature Boy”, is 
nothing less than a good old rock 'n’ 
roll jaunt—backstopped by the 
London Community Gospel Choir—to 
love and lust driven by Cave’s fascina- 
tion with.nature. The addition of the 
Gospel! Choir to the record somehow 
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gives it an Australian Outback rocka- 
billy sensibility. 

Abattoir Blues/The Lyre of Orpheus 
delivers all the twisted imagery, tor- 
tured prose, exquisite melody, and lit- 
erary expertise one expects from Nick 
Cave. Simply, the record is Cave doing 
what he does best: singing about love 
and longing, weaving in literary and 
spiritual imagery, and leaving us with 
all the heartache of love and longing.

Sam Valenti IV's Ghostly International shows you 
that experimental electronic music isn’t so scary 


ANN ARBOR’S GHOSTLY INT- 
ernational label seems to have had a 
special, almost spiritual, effect on 
dance music and on music, period. 
First, it’s rejuvenated a DIY aesthetic, 
showing that you can still attract an 
audience and create new sounds if 
you respect your audience. Second, is 
reveals that promotion, promotion, 
and, just for the heck of it, a little more 
promotion, goes a long way and that 
its not necessarily a bad thing.

New Downtown diner 
has love in the kitchen

YOU SHOULD KNOW, BEFORE I 
start telling you about the Blue Plate 
Diner, that I’ve worked in a couple 
of different kitchens with the Blue 
Plates chef and owe what little culi- 
nary skill | possess to her insouciant 
tutelage. Hence my review is fraught 
with—nay, corrupted by—contflict of 
interest, The year was 1993 and I 
was a dissolute, semi-employable 
university graduate, besotted with 
raucous music and in need a steady 
paycheque. 

Noticing how many of the cool 
people I knew worked at the 
Sweetwater Café’s southside loca- 
tion, I scaled its rustic steps a couple 
of times a week for a few months to 
see if owner Russ Scruggs needed 
any help in the kitchen yet. Pity 
must have got the best of him, 
because he eventually hired me. This 
is where I first worked with Mish 
Hobbs. 


WHAT KIND OF PLEASURE? 

What exactly she taught me in the 
16 months that followed, I can’t say 
exactly. She obviously taught me 
something, because I was never 
much of cook before that. But her 
way of cooking with attention to the 
experience of food preparation, how 
your senses and appendages coordi- 
nate to bring the meal together, must 
have rubbed off on me. Mish’s prod- 
uct was always several cuts above 
mine, but she inculcated in me by 
example an almost kinesthetic plea- 
sure in the cooking process. 
Our friendship and my grasp of 


the key details of Mish’s life have 
flickered in and out over the decade 
since the Sweetwater closed, but at 
some point she took a break from 
being a professional chef. A couple 
of times I had the good fortune to be 
invited to her table, where I was 
reassured that she hadn't given up 
making amazing food. 

Then one day a couple of weeks 
ago, | wandered into the spiffy look- 
ing new restaurant beside the Great 
Western Saddlery Building on 104 
Street. I got seated, looked up and 
saw my old friend Mish striding up 
to my table clad in the unmistakable 
garb of the hard-workin’ line cook, 
Hobbs style... head scarf, facial pierc- 
ing, peasant skirt with high socks, 
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the word “soup” would suggest, a 
thick mélange of carrots, tomatoes, 
zucchini and other veggies, perfectly 
simmered with black beans, chili 
and other seasonings, served with a 
dollop of sour cream and a scatter- 
ing of green onions. I think I detect- 
ed a few roasted pumpkin seeds in 
there too. Tasty as it was, I had to 
stop halfway through, out of con- 
cern that 1 wouldn’t be able to eat the 
rest of the meal. 


SWEET DETAILING 

The veggie burger, served on a 
multigrain bun, was composed of 
shredded beets and carrots with 
some binding-type legume and 
grain ingredients and a galvanizing 
slice of melted cheese to help hold it 
together. It had no pretensions about 
being a real burger, but it was sweet 
and earthy, thanks to the beets, and 
had a mild brace of tongue-tingling 
spice that complemented the nose- 
tingling sting of Dijon. I liked it.

| BROKE UP WITH A LONG-TERM 
girlfriend about two years ago. Last 
week, while totally drunk, | thought 
that it would be a great idea to see 
whether | could still log into her e- 
mail account, since we told each 
other our usernames and passwords 
way back when.

“Your letter brings up a lot of different 
issues for me,” said Trish Thibodo, 
executive director of the Colorado 
Coalition Against Domestic Violence. 
Thibodo rightly felt that you had no 
business invading your ex-girlfriend’s 
privacy by reading her e-mails. “And 
you didn't just read a few of her e- 
mails,” she said. “It's clear you read a 
lot of them. In my world, breaking into 
someone else’s e-mail account and 
reading her private correspondence is 
stalking behaviour. It borders on abu- 
sive behaviour. Your actions make me 
wonder if you're the best person to 
reach out to your ex. You have to ask 
yourself some questions. Is this true 
concern that you're feeling for her or 
do you feel like you need to get close 
to her again? Are you the best person 
to intervene?” 

In other words, SE, you are going to 
hell, and Trish Thibodo is uncomfort- 
able offering advice to hell-bound 
snoops. But asked what her advice 
would be if you could honestly say 
that (1) your concern for your ex was 
genuine, (2) you didn't want to get 
back together with her, and (3) you 
were at least a good person to inter- 
vene, if not the best, Thibodo came 
through with some suggestions:
